The imnranity from contagious disease whioh physicians gen- 
erally seem to enjoy often subject of coiiimcnt. 

Fhysioians, having knowlcdnc ol the rules of health ui?>>i good 
Btnitation, are of course better pi i pured than the average man ot 
other professions to protect themselves from the ravages of cont«- 
g on, even duping times of extraordinary jieril. 

The "flu", however, appears to have furuished au exception to 
ti.e rule and many physicians have fallen victims to that sconrage. 

Last week the deaths of 81 physicians were recorded in Tlie 
o urnal of the Anieriean Jledlenl Association, occupying three pages. 
T lis week the deaths of 174 i)hysieians are recorded, occupying five 
p..ge8. The total number of deaths recorded in lliese two issues is 
2;/5, and of these 154 are definitely known to have been due to pneu- 
monia; undou))tcdly in the majority of instances in which the cause 
is not given it was influenza. 

"These obtituaries," says the Journal, "are records of sacrifice 
to duty., A layman may, if he desires, keep from exposing himself 
to any infection; but tlie ])liysiciaii must go wliiii called witlumt 
thought of consequences to himself. However, as one considers tiie 
lost one wonders whether or not some of athese deaths might haM' 
been prevented hy adopting.' soiin' of the simjile precautionary ineth 
ods that have been suggester, such as thi' wearing of the face iTiask.

Coal Field Bo^h Are HeroM In Fight 
In Argonne 

■WUkersbarre. Pa. — Gallant boys 

from the coal nelds, members of the 
One Hundred and Ninth field artillery, 
now doing sorvico oversons, displayed 
Kuril (Mioliiesis luul coni-atiP in the 
lii<:il till' tiroal, battle i ntlie Art;(>nno 
forest lliat Col. Aslior Miner. <'(im- 
mander. lias iceciimiieiidoil many of 
th? olflcers and men for llie distin- 
guUhed Borviee war modal 

In nerve and durtiins, in llio display 
of real fighting, In the war game of 
"Hunting the Hun", the field boys 
stand second to none In the great 
army of Uncle Sam. In the advances, 
withdrawals, and In caring for their 
dead and dying the boys of the One 
Hundred and Ninth have won a glor- 
ious place In the sun. Their acts of 
bravery and heroism are written In 
blood on the stained fields east of the 
MeuHP river. - ^ 

Col. Miner, himself injured In bat- 
tle, lias sent to Oen. I'erslilni; his llsl 
of refOinmcMiclatliiMs Be(lln« lofth the 
deeds rierliirnied for wliieli be believes 
the men sbould be elled for bravery. 

Col. Miner, in describiiii; tbe .\r- 
gonne tight, refers to it as "oni' of tiie 
greatest battles tbe world lias ever 
seen, If not tlie greatest." In this lial- 
tle Col. Miner and iUeut. O. F. Ilar- 
very were wounded. Copies of that 
oommunloatlon received here are as 
follows: 

"I am writing within one kilometer 
of the boche lines In a dugout occu- 
pied largely by a detail of signal corps 
where $ am taking shelter for the 
night, with some of my staff In anoth- 
er dugout near by. We are In the 
midst of one of the greatest battles the 
world has ever seen, if not the great- 
est, as the allies are advancing on a 
seventy-five kilometer front. 

•■'riie boche sliells are railing near. 
In a sliort time tbe batteries wbieli 
are luii liir back, will start a banaue. 
whieli we liniie will carry us forward 
four more kibjineters in aiblition to 
the twelve kilos we have already 
taken. Tbe Fretieb Infantry reinforce- 
ments are now here In strong force 
and I think will go throui b. :is we 
Itave already passed the buche sec- 
ond line positions and are Qast the 
masses of barbed wire that has re- 
tarded tbe infantry before. 

"Today has been most exoiting. 
While at tbe front with McLean and 
Oennenbaux looking for an observa- 
tion post we got in front of the ad- 
tranced infantry. While there we drew 
machine gun flre and were obliged to 
take shelter In a sunken road for a 
while. While resting we were sud- 
denly caught by four big shells, which 
bvrst within ten meters of us. Wo 
were covered with mudi stones, and 
shell splinters. 

"Our big ijrobleni al first was barb- 
ed wire aiul iiia<blMe guns. .Vow we 
have iiasseil tbe masses of barbed 
wire, but still have the machine guns

to contend with in addition to the ruin 
ami mud. We have great uilflculties 
In getting supplies and ammunition, 
for there la only one good road here. 
That Is terribly congested, and the 
others are almost Impassable, despite 
the work of the engineers to keep 
them open. Trucks, guns, caissons, 
wagons, etc., are stuck in the mud in 
all directions. As you get close to the 
front the only way to make any time 
is on foot. 

"One snleiiilid lliiii.^; aiiout lliis big 
light is that tbe bodies don't seem to 
bave mneb artillery at Ibis point, so 
our losses in Ibis respect are slight, 
ix wounded tbe first two ihiys and 
nobody hurt since. Of ('(iiirse. tbere 
ba\e been numerous uarrou escapes 
and a number of olllcers and men have 
had to go to the hospitul. due to ex- 
haustion, exposure, and uncertain 
meals. Tills whole thing *b tremen- 
dous and far beyond anything 1 ever 
expected to see. 

'The German defense system which 
we have taken has splendid new dug- 
outs and gun positions mingled with 
the old ones so plainly that they were 
prepared to stay here all winter. They 
evidently did not expect any attack 
in this sector, ' but were sure they 
could hold, 

'Persbiug s eomniunbine of Septem- 
ber '11 tells of our day's advance, 
towns we bave captured, and mentions 
tie' reiiusylvaiiia, Kansas, and Mls- 
siujii troiiiis. 'I'lie l'i'iins\ Ivaiiia Iroops 
are llie Tweiily-elgbl h division, una 
tbcy certainly did Ibeir sbare. The 
infantry, engiueerH, machine gunners, 
etc.. are doing tlieir best to keep up.

When 1 
spoke to hlln he broke down and I 
said: 'You're all right, my boy; don't 
lose your nerve.

He immediately replied: 'Colonel, my 
nerve is all right, but I'm so afraid I 
won't get baok to tbe battery with tbli 
Imnd.' 

"I told him I'm see that he got back 
us soon a she left the hospital.

A short time ago " a stampede was 
on" to a creek near here. The Fair- 
banks Citizen told of It In the follow- 
ing story:

Two autoiiiobile 
I.iads left on Monday for the same 
idace. On imiiiiry it was divubiged 
that a stampede was on to tbe old 
Opbir Creek diyniiius.

"HelatIng some of my experiences 
as a ]irlsoner In Ibe camp at iMaiitliaii- 
seii, here Is \\ bat one eats in that em- 
pire of slarvalioii: Six ounces of a 
bread made of straw and wood; a lit- 
tle water in wblrb a few turnips and 
a lierring bad been boiled, and that 
not every day. 

"Flogging was common; a number 
every day. Persons with higti fever 
were compelled to work, drawing cars 
filled yitb earth and stone; it they 
nomplatned they were struck and tied 
hand and foot to poles frected in a 
way to suspend them above the 
ground. Often thla punlahment laated 
six hours and ended In death. 

"Baster we passed without any food 
at alL 

"In Austria I saw only repulsive 
nnd cruel things during my eight 
months' stay. Never anything hu- 
mane. I also saw the gallows on 
which Cesare Batttlstl suffered death. 
Better to die a thousand limes than 
to fall iirisoner to the Auutriuns,"

Chicago— PradqmliiaBt in the dis- 
cussion of baseball's future, wherever 

It Is headlined, Is llie iinestlon of ro- 
snmtnK major league opernlion and 
when it can occur. Hevenil cluli own- 
erg In each of the biK leagues liavi' 
expressed the opinion the profession- 
al sport can be revived next year with 
government approval on the theory 
that it will be a necessary diversion 
to keep up the morale of the stay at 
homes.

Seems t^ me these optlmistt* over- 
loolf an important item. It mtist cer- 
tainly would cheapen the sport be- 
yond repair to attempt to fotit major 
league baseball on the public with 
jilayors under the 18 year draft limit 
and a farce to try to use players over 
the 45 years mark. Where would 
these club owners set their players? 

Men exempt from mllllury service 
between 18 and 45 are expected to en- 
gage In essential pursuits under the 
work or flgbt edict, and the minimum 
is thirty-six hours' work a week. Con- 
sequently it would be impossible for 
players within the draft ages to make 
any extended trip with a naseball 
team. / 

Naturally. If this war should end 
before Chrlstnin^, as some supcrop- 
tiniists seem to think It will, there 
would be the possibility of reviving 
the professional sport under curtailed 
conditions next year, lint that chance 
is considered by most folks -too re- 
mote to be taken seriously. 

Even it an armistice were effected 
this fall actual peace would be a long 
way off, and In the .meantime war 
conditions would, of necessity, obtain 
In this country. Maintenance of a 
Yankee army In France would be ne- 
cessary Indellnitely and normal condi- 
tions in BDort cannot return until the 
more than 2,000,000 Yankees already 
over there return. 

The most rosy outlook for baseball 
seems to be in adaiitln -- tin' Hiiort to 
some Saturday and Snmiay liivjs. with 
Iilayers who are ensaped in essential 
pursuits the rest of the week. This 
would he aloni; scnii-iiriifcsBional 
lines ^nd restricted KeoKraphically. 
Nothing loUKer than overnlKlil rail- 
road Jumps would he impossihle. of 
course. 

The scheme of the .National Base- 
ball federation to form a semi-profes- 
sional league Ibr Saturday and Bun- 
day games during the coming year is 
about as ambitious a project as can 
be undertaken, according to the pres- 
ent outlook and that has not met any 
hearty response from promoters In 
the cities which were tentatively In- 
cluded In the proposed circufl. Most 
of the bis ieamies park owners seem 
to object to cheiipenint: their plains 
hy siililcttiiii; them for soini-profes- 
siotial Imsehali. That, of course, is a 
matter of pride, (is piMiticaiiy ail of 
them have sublet or (loiialed tlie use of 
llieir plants wlicn idle in past years 
tor all kinds of things from semi- 
professional football down to neigh- 
borhood picnics. 

Without the use of the big league 
iilants it would be impossible for the 
Cleveland semi-professional scheme to 
succeed. The cost ot tnOuportation 
for a league that would include Chi- 
cago and Pittsburg, for instance, 
would be considerable. Figuring the 
round trip fare and sleepers from 
Chicago tp Cleveland only, the ex- 
pense for the transportation of fifteen 
players would be over $400. Then 
there would be the hotel and inciden- 
tal expenses, besides paylnn the Iilay- 
ers something for their services. 
There certainly would not be mueli 
profit, when the vataries of the weath- 
er are considered, and there would be 
losses to be financed by somebody. 

The plan to devote all tne proceeds 
to providing athletic equipment, thru 
government channels, for soldiers and 
sailors Is an esoellent one, and would 
prove nwnlar wit]i the public, but 
there mu^t be soma baoking willing 
to put up for possible defl«tftB in or- 
der to insvre carrying out the sehame, 
and there must be an organisation 
strong enough to provide and enforce 
rules that will prevent all ohanco ot 
the fiascos which have been so eem- 
mon In semi-prafesslonal baseball In 
the pnst. 

The public will patroiil/.ii semi-pro- 
fessional busehail If it cannot kcI any 
thing better, but wlietlier or not li will 
support it on the National UuKeliall 
federal's basis on how well the Na 
tional federation works out Its Idea.
